I. At about 9;45 a.m.» April IS, 1959» FEHSHTHQ 0, 0ERVAI3 telephoned 
'ua (Glbeon) and laid ha wanted to talk with me somewhere. He said he 
didn't want to talk to me about his tax investlgatioat but about bis 
dlleaana and situation in general* I told him I would meet with him, 
and he asked where we could meet, saying that he didn't want to come 
to my office. He asked ise to name a place, and I suggested the 
POHTAIHEBLFAU HOTEL. He agreed and aske^ that va meet in the dining 
room* The Jlme agreed on was 1I;30 a*m, 

2* A few minutes before 11 t 30 a.m. Internal Revenue Agent Lanoix and I 
arrived at the F0NTAIHE3LEAU WOTOR HOTEL and met Wr, GERVAIS In the 
lobby. We went In the dining room. (We were allowed to go In although 
the dining room had not at that time opened for business, but It did 
a few minutes later* ) 

3* Hr. GERVAIS said that everybody thought him to be closely Involved as 
a HAECQXO man, but he is not* He has nothing to do with MARCELLO 
and doesn’t care for MARCELLO* Be tblnka MARCELU) Is just a big 
bag of wind, and Isn’t as big as everybody thinks be is* 

4t As far as EOFPA Is concerned, he thinks IKJFPA hclonps in jail. He 
is not connected with HOFFA, and doesn't want to be. He went to the 
Chicago trial out of curiosity, because he wanted to see what HOFFA 
waa like and watch the proceedings* He said he was too little of a 
pan to work with HOFFA, and he couldn't do anything for him (HOFFA) 
anyway. He said he couldn't %«rk for HOFFA also because he wasn't 
the kind of man to take orders from anyone, or to do anything Just 
because somebody told him to. 

5. GERVAIS mentioned FARTIM, in Baton Rouge, and said FA&TIK belongs In 
Jail, too; that FARIXH la as bad as HOFFA. 
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lit tmt FEasmifG 0, GERVAIS 


ft. GERVAIS field he keev there van a regard out to get PAKXI!i to chfioge hla 
teetinonj ageinst HDFFA^ Sattte dope fiend frosi Baton Eouge come dove to 
Kew Orlefittfi and told him there wee a reward and that person said he 
ifOfi going to put fioioe pllla In FAKTIHU pocket. He said he told the 
Bsn he didn't want anything to do with FAR.TIN, 

7* GEEVAIS laid Che only thing we night find wrong on his tax returns 
■ight he fioioe ainor error* 

8. BO fifild everybody seerifi to think ho la a wealthy sien* In fact* a short 
tliae bock & party approached hla and vented to borrow soiae $4,000* He 
■aid he doesn't have that kind of money. He la worried about his business 
falling; and said 1£ It did, he didn't know what he was going to do* 

9* Everybody seems to think be has a lot of Influence with JIH GAEHI50H, 
find in Hew Orleana genorally* He said he doesn't have any Influence 
vith GARMSOH, He has asked several times for GARRlSOH's office to 
clean ap the ball bonding bualnesfi In Hew Orleans but aothing has been 
done about it* 

10* He said he vent to work for GAERISOH, which was the biggest piiatake 
be ever made* at GARRIS OH 's Inslfitenee* GARRISON begged him to go 
work* GARHISOH 1> a coraplete nut, 

11* In the CLAY SHAW matter GARRISON wanted GEEVAIS to handle the Investigation* 
but he refused to do so. He said he told GARRISOH he wouldn't make the 
Investigation because he thought it was crary and 'Unnecessary, and that 
he was convinced that OSWALD alone killed KENNE3>Y* He said when he sow 
OSWALD on television he could tell by Just looking at him that he was 
the kind of a nut that would and could do such a thing, 

12. WALTER SKERIDAH met with STRATE and O'HARA regarding JIK GARRISON* find 
STRATB tried to "sell" GEEVAIS to SHERIDAN. GEEVAIS at the Cline didn't 
know anything shout this, but It would be believed by others that surely 
STRATE wouldn't have done so without GERVAIS' approval. He said STHATE 
was a friend of hts and that ho owed STRATE quite a bit of laoney, which 
ha intended to pay. He said STRATE knows members of the underworld, 
but uses this only for his business purposes* 

U. As relates to the Investigation of GEEVAIS' Income tox, and other 
matters with the Government » he said he would like to know just what 
it is the Government wants from hioip He said if he just knew* then 
maybe he could answer soese of their questions or point the Government 
In a direction where it might find out idtat it wants to know. He said 
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In PKRSHIHG 0. GfiRVAlS 


that because of his vythlcal reputstiottp he couldn't afford to testl£]r 
to anything because no one vould believe hlJOp but he might be able to 
point to possible answers to vhetever the Goverm&eot wanted Co know. 

14 . 6SHVA13 said he has s bad reputation in Nev Orleans which is a oiyth, 
but then maybe pact of this is his fault the way he talks and jokes 
about things 4 He says he Is a little man and has no influence with 
anybody. He said he could never do any good in (few Orleans and that 
ho would surely like to laove away, but he just can't afford to* He 
doesn't have the money and doesn't know what he would do because he 
doesn’t know how to do anything (to earn a living). 

15* GERVAIS mentioned instances in which he had furnished information to 
the Internal Revenue Service and particularly back in the early fifties 
during the probe of the Kew Orleans Police Department. Be said that a 
while after the probe he received a check for $300 from the Government 
and had no idea what It was for. He called Perry and told him about 
lt| and Per^ said it was all right to go ahead and negotiate it* 

14. f^lle we were talking^ a man cjEcne to our table and handed GERVAIS a 
white envelope. GERVAIS took It and placed it on the table^ under the 
ticket for our meal. GERVAIS said he was trying to sell a house* 
indicating that was what the envelope concerned, I asked GERVAIS if 
it was his Reynes Street property he was trying to sell, and he said 
it was. Ic was later observed that the envelope had "Jake^' written on 
the front, 

17* GERVAIS cont incus iy emphasised that the big reputation he had in New 
Orleans was a mythical reputation. He said he has no Influence with 
anyone. Including GARRISON . He said a lot of people wanted to attack 
GAERISOH, but they didn't have the balls to do it* so they attacked 
him (GERVAIS) instead because they thought he vaa close to GAREXSOH 
and had worked for him* 

Id* GERVAIS said that he knows he is no saint, and he would do almost 
anything to make money, but he doesn't know what to do, 

19* As an e?campla of why it might be thought by others that he was real 
close with GARHISOU, GKRVAIS said that people would see him there at 
the FONTAIHEaLEAU and ssy tell GARHISON so and so, and GERVAIS would 
say, "Yea, 0,K, , I'll toll him"; or people would ask, "Say did GARRISON 
^ tell you ao and so?" and would reply, "Yea* He told me about It." 

He said In those instances he didn't tell CARKISOH anything, nor did 
GARRISOH ever tell him anything. 

20. GERVAIS talked at length about the general conditions in the country 
today* the corruption and graft in high level of GovertBaent officials* 
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In rmi PERSHING 0* GERVAIS 


Pednrnl, State, Pariah, and cltiea, and even In bualiteas. He spoke of 
eourt judges at all levels^ about bad court declalons^ and about 
special tax laws enacted £oc special people. He talked of various 
events in his life which had occurred because ef his alleged reputation. 


21« GERVAI5 said he doesn^t drink or gaehle, and has no use for gamblers* 
Anyone who gaisblea is sick. He said he doesn't claiai to be a saint, 
and he does go for pretty wonten.

At the end of this meeting I asked GEEVAIS to go ahead and set up a 
meeting for us with TOH TAYLOR (his attorney); that I had some things 
1 wanted to go over with him.

Items ^ and 2^ of this memorandum contain ccmmeTit on the only instances 
mentioned In this meeting relating to the Investigatloa of GMVAIS* 
tax liability. 


24. GEEVAIS asked that his situation and dllimma as explained in this 

meeting be passed on up the line. He said he just wants to know ^lat 
they in the Govemmetit want from him and maybe he could give what they 
wanted. He said his reason for wanting to talk with nae was not to beg 
for mercy, but just to tell what his situation is and see if he could 
aee just what the Govemment wanted from him. 


23* Shortly after going to the dining room at the beginning of this 
meeting all three of us had lunch. GERVAIS paid the bill, which 
came to six dollars. I had soup and sandwich and coffee, Lanoix 
had e special sandwich (Fontainebleau special), and GERVAIS had 
scrambled eggs, ham, grits, and coffee* Mr. Lanolx and I made a 
gesture to pay for ours, but GERVAIS would not accept. Lanolx aod I 
didn't make an issue of the matter*

In re: PERSHING GERVAIS 


At approjclfuately 12:30 p.n. Mary C. Donovan told me on the telephone that 
a party at 887-80^7 had been deaperately trying to reach me since 11:00 
a,nj, and I should return his call. 

At 12:35 p-m* this date, 1 called 8B7-80A7 and recognised the voice as that 
of Pershing Gervals* Pershing was extremely excited and told roe that he 
had Just been visited by two Special Agents from the InteUlgence Division, 
Internal Revenue Service, and that these agents had advised hiis that his 
Income tax affairs were under investigation by them and the Service » 

Gervals entered Into a long dissertation in which he cursed Hike Epstten, 
Walter Sheridan, and all other Government figures associated with them 
and told me that Sheridan and his attorney, Ed Batdvjin, had made ROod on 
their promise sometime ago to cause the Internal Revenue to conduct an 
investigation of his affairs, 1 told Getvais that I had been out of com; 
that I heard that there were two agents in town on an assignment*- I 
asked him if he knew who they were* He said, *'I was so God damn excited 
and so Cod damn mad 1 forgot to ask or remetubcr," 

Gervals told me that he is positive that this investigation Is political; 
that he told the agents the same thing, and that he would like to cooperate 
with the Government and answer all their questions, but he cannot afford 
to because he knows he would not get a fair shake* I’t* Gervais told me 
that he called Senator Russel Long's office Irnmadiately after the agents 
had left and complained and had told them of the political Involvement 
and that the Senator *s office had advised him to write letters to 
Congressmen and the Senator* 

Gervals told me that many people believed he could put a cap o^n Jim 
Garrison but that he cannot, and that i f he were assured of immunity of 
prosecution on income tax ''although I am not guilty of any evasion" he 
would be happy to sit with the InteUicence Agents and answer any 

questions about hta affairs or Garrison or anybody else of whom he had 
knowledge, 

Gervais told me that he was not asking to intercede in his behalf, but 
since we had been friends for many years, and because he had advised me 
sometime ago about the threat of the Sheridan Involvement, he wanted me 
to know hi a position and of his troubles* 

I told Getvais that I appreciated his cal^ but really there was nothing I 
could do, and he hastened to add "I know It and I am not asking for any 
help, but t would like to cooperate with your office here in New Orleans 
on a personal basis if someone could convince me that this was not harass* 
ment initiated by Hike Epstlen,*'

At 11:13 A-H* this date, I called the reslderice of Hr- Gervais (Phone 
mimber SS7-8047)* A lady sns^^ered the phone and. aaid Mr* Gervaia was 
cot in but could contact him at the Fontainebleau Hotel* 

At 3:15 P*M* 1 called the Fontainebleau Hotel and asked the operator 
to '^page^' Mr. Gervala. She suggested that she would have Hr. Cervais 
call MO back. 

At 4:10 F.M, Mr. Gervais called me. 1 asked him if he had reached a 
decision on whether to sign the consent extending the statute for his 
196^5 Income tax return, 

Mr. Gervais said that Hr. Tom Taylor was tiis attoroEy and had advised 
him not to sign the consent. He stated that he did not fully understand 
what Hr. Taylor had told him, but that he thought the reason was that 
there were other years Involved, lie stated that Mr, Taylor had said, 

"It will probably go to Tax Court and we can take necessary action at 
that time." 


Hr. Gervais said he felt he should probably sign the consent as be was 
willing to pay any taxes he owed, which couldn^t be more than maybe 
$200.00, but that he had to follow the advice of his attorney. 


Hr, Gervais said he wqb willing to pay any taxes he might ot-^c but that 
he knew this investigation was nothing but *'politics'\

1, Internal Reventia Agent Lanoix and 1 Identified oureclvea to Mr, GERVAIS 
oa aganta of tUe Internal Revenue Service, I told Hr. GEEVAIS that I 
wn* a Special Agent of the IntBlllgence Dlvtaion# Internal Revenue 
Service; that I had been aaalgned to inveatlgate hla Incot&e tax liability 
for the yeara 1965, 1966, and 1967; and that the pyrpoae of the Intel- 
ligence Dtvlalon la to Inveatlgate poaalble or Buspected vlolaclona of 
the Internal Revenue crlmloal atatnteB, I advleed hlM that a® provided 
by the Fifth A»eEidweat of the Conatltutlon of the United State® he 
could decline to answer any of ay queBtlona or fumleh ne any Information 
which ha felt night tend to ineriainete him in a criminal laatter. He 
waa further advised that he may have an attorney present during thla 
Interview, Hr. GERVAIS acknowledged hla under e tending of bis rlghta, 

and at this time, offered no objection to going further with the 
interview. 

2, Hr. GmAIS Btated hie full name aa FEHSMinG OLIVER GERVAIS, 

3, Be aald he haa been living at hla present addresB, 4216 Kapoll Drive, 
for aomethlng over two years , and prior to that he Lived on Maurepea for 
four or five yeara, 

4, Hr, GERVAIS gave hia wife's naate aa BEVERLY, and her maid aummae aa 
RUTTEE, He aaid he doesn't recall whan they were married— he doesn't 
keep up with date* like that, 

5« At this point Hr, GEIVAIS aaid ha was just sitting there getting Dadder 
and madder about this investigation and what the CovensBent is trying 
to do to him over the GARRISON matter and about HOFFA aod the Teamster's 
Dnioa, He expreised extreme blttemoBa sgainat the Govetfwnt, and this 
imveetigation saying that the investigation is politics. 
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4* Mr* OSRVAIS said thfit this Investlg^tioii caused HAXiTEE SQERIDAH 
«ad tbe U* S* Ati;om«y General* a office in cheir etteBpts eo get 
GAilRlSOK. 

7* Mr* GEKVAIS setd tbet under the circuoatancee lie dldn*t believe it we® 
sef® CO give hte nan^t e« even chet would poesiblj be cwleted eraund* 

g* I seked Hr, GEHVAIS If it vea hi® InteTiCion to go oo further in thl® 
Interview ns concerned ay quesclonSi and he eeid* *^e®*" Ac a later 
point in tbl® meeting I asked hia if he would make hla record® 
available* He Laughed and said he would cot, 

9. Hr* GHRVkIS said Chit ordinarily he ^#ould he willing to cooperate 
end enever ssy <[ucaciona but that he believed the whole thing waa 
politically taotivated, and that we (the Govemment) were trying to 
use him to get to GARKISON. 

10* K* aald that In the peat he bad alwaya cooperated with the Govemment 
and particularly the IRS. He said chii could be verified by Special 
Ageat Kaurben Perry^ Special Agent Caballero a and Ed Rousael, 

11* He «aid that he did not think he could truat the Covetmaetit anymore, 

12* He taid that about a year ago saHtiDAH and Attorney ED BALDWIR told 
him bn would be investigated by IRS If he dldn^t cooperata with them* 
GEIVAIS' aald he hod called Special Agent Perry end told him what 
BALDiaH had said* 

13* CEEVAIS stated that he ha® no particular connection with GARRlSOIf 
alnce he left hla employ; that he never asaociated with GAREISOH 
aoclaily; and that GAREISOH had never been In hla house, 

14* GERVAIS said he knew nothing about GARRISON* a private affair®; and 
even if he did^ he doubted now whether he would cell the Govemment 
about it. 

13* He aald he know® that all of thi® ia a political deal; that EFSTEIH 
of the Department of Justice probably bad something to do with it; 
and that he would not trust the Department of Justice a® men like 
KPSTEIH twist things around to suit their own purpose® * 

14* n® aald that he ha® bean in the enforcement end of the businesi for 
many year a and know® how these attorney® can tvi®t things around to 
suit their purpose* 
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17. He aeid that ED BAUDS^H wee under treatment bj a peyehietriec for ten 
jeers end quit going to him recently but thet he needs a pa jehla trie t 
more now than ever; that BAU]'WXN^a first wife end fsadly ere in bed 
finenclel abape as he only sends the $100 per »oath; and that you 
should see the tramp he left thssi for^ 

18. OBEVAIS stated that he knew BACK STRATE end Had gone to Chicago with 

hia on the tiOFPA case. He said that after the case In Chicago 

he thought it was probably just as well that HOFFA stayed in jell, 

19. GEE? AT 5 said that the more ha thoitght about onr laves tlgetlng him 
the madder it made him because ha knew It was all a "political deal” 
etlrred up by the Department of Justice* He said be thought it was 
ridiculous for the Govemiaent to have two agents vesting their tlise 
investigating him* He said that there were other ways he could get 
sKjney^if he wanted besides evading his income taaea* 

20. Ha said as far as his tax matters go he believed the returns were 
correct; but that he didn't think any return was perfect; and that 
eny return could be ibowa to have some error If enough digging was 
done, 

21* He said 1£ the Government was only interested in his tax matters, ha 
would cooperate and give all the answers needed if the Govemnuint 
agreed to a 'Vaiver of criminal liability.” He said ha knew they 
would not do this because they ace only Interested in using him as a 
levar to get to someone else. He said he knew that the Justice 
Department made deals with crliainale and Other racketeers when they 
were out to get sotseone. 

22, He said the way the Government is now, especially RAHSEY CLAEK (Attorney 
General) and hie Justice Department, a person didn't know who to trust, 

23, He said hie eon, who la in the 101st* Airborne Mvlsion, trusted his 
Govemoent and has been missing in action In Viet Haa since lost Hsy. 
this was his second time In Viet Ham after having had malaria seven 
times during the first tour. Hr. GERVAtS said this was an example 
of how the Government could be trusted. He said he was so disgusted 
with Che way the Gavemment is operacing that if he had the money he would 
live in another country. 

24, Hr. GEKVAIS said he hoped w« understood his position is to why he did not 
wish CO cooperate and that he hoped we would put it in the record as to 
why he felt the way he did. 
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B* said lis felc the only Integrltj left la Govenneat vas with the 
little vea who wotk le the field*” 

26* Mr* GEEVAIS was teXd that ve understood his posltloa; that ve ^re 
interested only in facts; and that ire wuld paka note of idiy he felt 
the esy he did* 

27« He aaid Chat be just doesn't trust bis GovermeTit anyaorSp snd that 
ha doesn't knou who his Governnent is* 

28* He said that a while beck two FBI sgents ceae and talked with hin shout 
BOMtblng he didn't even know anything about* 

29* At several points io this meeting* Hr, GEEVAI5 eapbaslaed that if the 
Government would give Kin a waiver against criminal action ha would be 
glad to fully cooperate in thii Investigation*
